Potato Muffins.—These are ‘délfcious. 
Use three large mealy potatoes, two 
ounces of butter,.two eggs, a&- cupful 
of yeast, three pints of four, one pint 
of, warm water, one smal] teaspoonful 
of soda nd a little salt. \Boil and 
mash the potatoes, keeping then, as 
dry as possible. Beat them smooth 
with the butter and salt, adding suffi- 
cient warm water to make the consist- 
_eney of Very thick er Well whip 
the eggs, mix them “i 
the dried and sifted flour. Mix all ‘to- 
| gether, add a pint of warm water, stir 
‘in the soda and yeast and alluw the 
mixture to stand all night. Next morn-

Beef Tea In Haste.—Cut the fat from 
| a pond of lean, juicy beef, put it on 
«4 board and with a strong, sharp knife 
scrape it so quickly that the lean be- 
comps a fine pulp, leaving only the 
| stronger muscles unused. Have ready 
a very small saucepan, put in the pulp- 
ed meat, cover with four. tablespoon- 
fuls of cold water, beat it with a sil- 
ver fork to free the juice and place it 
ou back part of the stove vn an asbes- 
tus mat to heat gradually, pressing the 
pulp oceasionally for six or elght min- 
utes. Strain, add a “ew grains of salt, 
simmer for about two seconds, and it 
is ready for use. 

Potato Pudding.—Take one-half pound 
of potatoes, one-half pound of sugar, 
one-half pound of butter, one teaspoon- 
ful of baking powder, five eggs and 

‘the juice and rind of a lemon; press 

the potatoes after boiling through a 
sieve, add the sugar, the. butter (pre- 
viously beaten..to.a cream), the eggs 
(well beaten) and the juice and rind of 
the lemon, the latter to be grated fine; 
mix al] thoroughly together, put into 
a buttered dish,and bake for half an 
hour in a quick oven. Serve at once. 

Escaloped Hggs.— Six hard boiled 
eggs, chopped fine; one cup of ham or 
corned beef, chopped; one cup of crack- 
er crumbs. Moisten the cracker crumbs 
with one-fourth cup of. melted butter 
and two cups of scalded milk (not boil- 
ed). When the milk is scalded, have 
ready two even teaspoonfuls of butter 
and twe of flour, thoroughly mixed and 
free from lumps. Pour the milk grad- 
ually into the thickening. Stir until 
smooth and season with salt. Arrange 
one-third of the cracker crumbs and 
‘cover with one-half of the egg and 
one-half of the meats Repeat and. then 

- put the remainder of the crumbs on 
.top. Bake in a hot even five minutes,

“On arriving at.the fatal spot the 
murderer was made to alight and 
kneel down, while the policemen 
handed over charge of the cords to 
the executioner’s attendants, one of 
whom, seizing the end of the halter, 
stood in front of the felon, while oth- 
ers held the cords pinioning his arms 
behind. The executioner, brandish- 
ing a broad, heavy sword, keen as & 
razor, in a suggestive fashion, and 
prancing up toward his victim, asked 
three times in a loud voice: ‘Who 
authorizes the execution?’ The chief 
of the city police on duty thrice re- 
peated: ‘The Amin.’ a

long needle pricked the condemned 
man in the back, causing him to start 
forward, At the same instant those 
holding the cords laid themselves back 
in opposite directions as in @ tug-of- 
war contest, with the result that the 
wretch’s neck was stretched; and, fol- 
lowing the reply of the chief of the 
police, the executioner’s blade de- 
‘gscended fair and true on the neck, 
severing the head completely.”

London Badly Overbuilt. 


Gloom reigns throughout the. build 
ing trades of London. Business” is al 
most at a standstill, an immens 
army of skilled and unskilled work- 
men are without employment. and 
contracts have dwindled to vanishing 
point. The condition of affairs is the 
worst that has been experienced dur- 
_ing the last quarter of a century. Un- 
fortunately the prospect of present 
relief is not bright. 


have been interviewed said that theré 
were many contributing causes to ac- 
count for the slackness. ‘“No one can 
deny,* a south London gontractor and 
builder said, “that there has been 
overbuilding in recent years. I. can 
take you to districts. in south, south- 
west, and southeast London _where 
there are whole streets of empty 
houses. In one street in Brixton there 
are forty-five vacant flats—a signif 
cant fact in a district so close to to 
and easy to reach, But look at th 
west end; it is no exaggeration t 
say that capital amounting to mil 
lions is lying there absolutely idle.” 

One of the members of a leading 
London building firm attributed the 
stagnation to the diversion of capital 
into other channels presenting better 
prospects of profitable returns. One 
of the executive officials of a well- 
known London association intimately 
identified with the building trades 
said: “The present slackness is due +o 
the sinister influence of the present 
Government upon capital. There is 
about a feeling of insecurity and un- 
certainty at which capital, ever. sen- 
sitive to such impressions, has taken 
fright. Overbuilding has a lot to do 
with it, of course, but the present 
condition of politics is no mean fac- 
tor.” 

A master builder largely interested 
in North London contracts said in 
that quarter conditions were not near- 
ly so bad as they were in south and 
west London; but, at the same time, 
the outlook in north London was not 
rosy at present. Several contractors 
admitted that among their workmen 
the ill effects of the “slump” 
being severely felt. Many tr 
auxiliary to that of building are. 
suffering from the present depression, 
and wholesale reductions of staff hav 
been rendered absolutely imper 
in many instances. 

The number of empty houses had 
never reached such a high percentage 
before, said Ald. Howes«at a meeting 
of the Finsbury’ borough council the 
other evening. 

It was stated at a meeting of the 
Leeds city council recently that there 
were 10,000 empty houses in the town. 
The proportion of unoccupied to oc- 
cupied houses is roughly one in nine.

The monster bakery at Essen is a 
vast building in which 70 workmen, 
divided into two shifts, work night 


and day. Everything is done by ma- 
chinery. A gigantic screw turns un- 
ceasingly’in a’ kneading trough into: 
which are poured ten sacks of flour 
of 100 kilogrammes each, and some 
water. ; * ; 

This machine makes about 20,000 
kilogrammes of bread every day in 
the shape of 25,000 small loaves and 
25,000 large loaves, produced by 230 
sacks of flour of 100 kilogrammes 
each. 

All the operations of bread making 
are performed in this colossal bak- 
ery. The ¢ wheat arrives there, is 
cleaned, ground «and _prought auto- 
matically to the kneading trough by 
a series of rising and descending 
pipes. There are 36 double ovens, 
and the workmen who watch over 
the baking of the bread earn from 
10 to 12 sous an hour, making on 
an average four francs (75, cents) for 
eleven hours on duty, They have 
coffee and their »bread free.)

ish Succession. 

The birth of a male heir to the Span- 
ish throne has for the present simpli- 
fied the. question of the succession, a 
matter that bas Been responsible for 
much disturbance in the empire as well 
as in thedst of Europe. 

The trouble was acute so long ago 
a8 1700, when Charles II. of the house 
of Llapsburg died childless after mak- 
ing Philip, grandson of Louis XIV. of 
France, his successor. This first Bour- 
bou king of Spain was not recognized 
by the other powers till¢after a long 
war, concluded in 1713. Philip, known 
as the fifth of Spain, proclaimed the 
Salic law the next year, limiting the 
succession to his male descendants. 

His great-grandson, Ferdinand VIL., 
ove of the royal victims of Napoleon's 
ambition, was restored to the throne 
in 1813. In 1829 he married his Tourth 
wife and abrogated the Salic law in 
spite of the protests of -his brothers 
and of the French Bourbons. a 

His daughter Isabella, born in 1830, 
was proclaimed qucer~on his death, 
three years later, with her mother as 
‘Yegent. Isabella’s ancle, Don Carlos, 
asserted his claim to the throne under’ 
the Salic law, but the regent ’succeed- 
ed in maintaining ker daughter’s posi- 
tion. Don’ Carlos’ descendants have 
ever since been pretenders to the Span- 
ish throne. .The present Garlist claim- 
ant is his grandson. 

Queen Isabella was driven from 
Spain by a revolt in 1868,. and two 
years later the Spanish’ succession 
caused a fresh comimotion in Europe. 
The proposition to call to the throne a’ 
prince of a branch of the Prussian 
royal house of Hohenzollern was thé 
apparent though not the reat-catse of 
the great war of 1870 between France 
and Germany. 
_-The throne was offered to Prince 
Amadeo, a son of King Victor Emman- 
uel of Italy, but the task of governing 
Spain’ was too much for him, and after 
a few years he abdicated. Then a re- 


two years, and Alfonso XII., the son 
of Isabella, was restored to the throne 
without. the shedding of a drop of 
blood. I 

On Alfonso’s death in 1885 his daugh- 
ter Maria succeeded him and was 
queen till Alfonso XIII., the present 
king, was born, a few months later, 
the ninth of the house of Bourbon to 
rule over Spain. 

If the new prince should die and A)- 
fonso have no other children his sis- 
ter’s son would succeed’ him, and in 
the remote contingency of the direct 
line of descent from Ferdinand VII. 
becoming extinct the Carlist claimant 
woud become king.—Youth’s Compan- 
ion.

Paris is experimenting with what is 
called steel pavement. It is really a 
concrete pavement re-enforced with a 
steel framework. The metal part of 
the pavement is a plate of perforated 
steel, with strong bolts of steel run- 
uing through it between the perfora- 
tions. Each section has some resem- 
blance to a steel harrow, onfy the 
prongs project equally on’ each side 
and they are square and blunt. It will 
be superior to asphalt in: ultimate 
economy and to wood both in the bet- 
ter footing that it affords to horses and 
in the fact that it will not admit of 
dangerous ruts developing. The sam- 
ple laid cost $5.40 a square jmeter, a 
little more than a square yard, but 
when the work is done on a large-scale 
it is believed the price can be-cut to 
about $4.30.
